TWO BANKS GO 10 THE WALL, 


And Several Other Important In- 
stitutions Suspend. 


A BLACK DAY FOR THE PLUCKY CITY 


On the Coast—The Causes That Led to Mr. 
Uliman’s Tragic End—Other Banks 
All Right and No Trouble Feared. 


Brunswick, Ga. May 18.—(Special.)— 
President Max Ullman, of the Oglethrope 
National bank, committed suicide in tle 
toilet room of the bank at 10 o’clock this 
morning. Ullman was also president of 
the Brunswick Brewing and Ice Company, 
the Cumberland route steamers, half part- 
ner in the firm of Mayer & Ullman, large 
wholesale grocers and a large stockbolder 
in several big concerns of different kinds 
in Brunswick and elsewhere, and until to- 
day was counted by a majority of the citi- 
zens as one of the wealthiest men in this 
section. Immediately after the suicide the 
Oglethrope bank closed its doons, followed 
by the First National bank a few minutes 
later. 

Ullman’s Last Talk. 

President W. E. Burbage, of the First 
National bank, a director in the Oglethrope 
National and Ullman’s closest friend, wgs 
the last man who saw him alive. He 
walked to the bank with Ullman about 9 
o'clock, both chatting pleasantly. 
afterwards Burbage came to the First 
National and requested Ullman to repay a 
loan from the day before. Ullman said. 
“All right. wait a minute,” and stepped into 
the toilet room. Burbage’ waiting, heari! 
a report which he thought was a chair falli- 
ing. I*inally when Ullman did pot return 
he went for him, and found his body sit- 
ting upnght on a bench with a bullet hoie 
in the center of his forehead and blood 
flowing in a rapid stream to a pool that 
had already formed below.

All that is necessary to restore confi- 
dence and to prevent the disappearance 
of prosperity is to treat our = silver 
money as France treats hers—as. equal 
in debt paying power to gold. That 
country redeems its paper notes in gold 
or silver at its own option, instead of 
discarding silver, as the Harrison policy 
discards it. For that reasen gold and 
silver are at a parity in the payment of 
debts, whereas, undér the Harrison pol- 
icy, only gold is the debt paying money 
in the United States. For that reason 
the gold reserve in the Bank of France, 
the largest in Europe, cannot be drawn 
out and exported at the will of any for- 
eign firm. 

The difference ‘between ‘the two pol- 
icies is the difference between common 
sense and insanity. 


The Geary Law. 

The St. Louis Republic says that under 
the recent decision of the federal su- 
preme court it is constitutional: 

1. To banish or “deport” a resident of the 
United States for failing to compiy th an 
act of congress. 

2. That a person arrested and held for trial 
in the United States courts may be sen- 
tenced in default, because of his lack of 
ability to prove his innocence, the: court not 
being required to prove him guilty. 

3. That when a person is arrested and put 
on trial he may be barred from establishing 
his innocence by the testimony of witnesses 
of the race to which he belongs, unless that 
race is the Caucasian. 

Both the law and the decision are in- 
consistent with the spirit, if not.the: let- 
ter, of our constitution. The Geary act 
is all the more remarkable when we re- 
flect that our country was settled and 
built up by foreigners. . 

Once before in our history we have 
tried a similar policy. The alien and 
sedition law, more than a century ago, 
gave the president authority to order 
such aliens as he deemed dangerous to 
the peace and safety of the United 
States to leave our territory. This law 
excited so much resentment that it 
caused the downfall of the federalists 
and led to the election of Jefferson. 
The Geary act is worse than the alien 
and sedition law, because it is directed 
against innocent and inoffensive per- 
sons of one particular nation. The 
statesmen of China doubtless regard us 
with astonishment. They know that 
their country: had a civilization, a phi- 
losophy and a literature when our an- 
cestors were half naked savages roam- 
ing through the forests of Britain and 
Germany. The Chinese had the art of 
printing and many other useful arts a 
thousand years ago, long before our 
forefathers were acquainted with the 
common comforts of life. These people, 
with their ancient civilization, must 
wonder at the insolence of this young 
nation in placing them under the ban. 
But the law will probably remain.a 
dead Ietter or be repealed. We cannot 
afford to enforce it. 


More About the Ratio. 

The New York Commercial Bulletin, 
comfhenting on an article written by 
Congressman Bland on the silver ques- 
tion, has this to say: 

As though the ratio were a mere matter of 
detail, he says: “As to the ratio, or relative 
amount of the metalg that shall be equal in 
debt-paying power, that is now, as it always 
has been, a question under the constitution 
for congress to determine.’’ That is not now, 
and never has been, a question for congress 
to determine. Never until recent years has 
it ever been seriously suggested that it was a 
question for congress to determine. Congress 
has nO more power to say how many ounces 
of silver an ounce of gold can 
buy, than to say how many bushels 
of wheat an ounce of gold can buy. All that 
congress ever did, or that till lately any one 
said it could do, was to say that if in the 
market place an ounce of gold would ex- 
change with sixteen ounces of silver, then 
the mint ratio between gold and silver should 
be as sixteen to one. Congress can regu- 
late the weight of the coins, as it may regu- 
late the size of a bushel; in no other way can 
it regulate the value of either coins or wheat. 

The Commercial Bulletin should keep 
its mind clear when discussing financial 
questions. In discussing the ratio it 
Should stick to the matter in hand and 
not end its remarks by beginning an es- 
Say on prices. Congress has power to 
coin money and to regulate its value as 
money. The regulation of the value of 
money, as money, is the fixing of the 
ratio—the decision as to the number of 
grains of either metal that shall enter 
into the composition of gold and silver 
coins. This is a matter of legislative de- 
tail—necessary, but still a detail. 

It is true that the ratio is based on 
the market price, but it is much truer 
to say that the opening of the mints of 
the country to either metal for the coin- 
age of legal tender money has an over- 
whelming influence on the market price. 

How would our contemporary get at 
the market price of silver at the present 
moment? Will it undertake to say that 
the mints ought to be opened to silver 
at the market price that prevails now, 
when, silver has been deprived of its 
chief function as a money metal? We 
have seen some such proposition hinted 
at in The Evening Post, but we have 
no idea that The Commercial Bulletin 
endorses such a freakish suggestion. It 
is opposed to reason and common 
sense. 

There is but one way to get at the 
true ratio between gold and silver, and 
that has already been suggested by Mr. 
Carlisle in his letter widely publfshed 
last fall. Wipe out the déemonetization 
law of 1873, restore to silver its poten- 
tial money power, place it on an equal- 
ity with gold so far as the law is con- 
cerned, and then fix the ratio according 
Mr. Carlisle thinks 
this would be the proper course to pur- 
sue, if there can be no international ad- 
justment—which it is foolish to think 
of at this time. 

We ask The Commercial Bulletin to 
give us its objections to this plan, which 
is so obviously just and fair and practi- 
cable. It may as well treat the matter. 
seriously first as last. To discuss the 
question from the standpoint of reason 
and common sense may alarm some of 
its readers, but the issue will be forced 
upon it at last. 7 |

The Bright Side, 

A business man who has recently vis- 
ited several sections of the state reports 
that the outlook for the planters is very 
bright.

This observant traveler figures it out 
that the sale of vegetables shipped to 
other states will bring $500,000 into 
Georgia this year. The melon crop, sold 
at $60 per car, ought to bring $900,000; 
the peach crop, $2,000,000; the grape 
crop, $300,000; pears, cherries and 
plums, $200,000. The wool crop will be 
worth $100,000. Then, the sale of lum- 
ber will reach $30,000,000; rosin and tur- 
pentine, $1,000,000, and another $1,000,- 


000 is coming into the state this year 
to be invested in fruit and timber lands. 
Our cotton will bring us at least $40,- 
000 OOF, 


So we may count on receiving about 
$76,000,000 from these leading sources 
this year, to say nothing of the money 
realized in other ways. There is no 
sense in talking about hard times in 
reorgia. If our people will look on the 
bright side, turn their money loose and 
have a reasonable degree of confidence 
in one another they will all get along 
very comfortably while awaiting the 
coming of tariff and financial reform.

The liquidation of long wheat continued. Operators 
seemed more disposed to let go their holdings, appa- 
rently not seting any prospects for an advance. Cash 
wheat is getting out as fast as wasexpected. There 
was, however, some reluctance about selling short very 
freeiy, for, with manipulation, short selling might be 
brought up with a short turn. The market opened ‘yc 
lower, and there was only od¢casional small rallies, the 
close being easy at ‘4c from inside figures. 

Corn for a time was decidedly active, but later on 
became quiet. The tone at the opening was quite 
weak, the fine weather, together, with an easy curb, 
having that tendency, and the initial trades were '»@ 
$,c below the final figures of yesterday. 

Oats opened weak at ‘ac decline, the near futures be- 
ing the weakest owing to the depression in corn. After 
a slight recession a better feeling appeared, and prices 
recovered ‘4c, receded ‘4c and closed casy with a net 
loss of ‘a@'‘c. 

The provision market was easy at the start, and re- 
quired assistance of an artificial nature to support it. 
The necessary support was forthcoming in due course, 
and the price readily responded by a good advance. 
Cudahy and Wright bought pork and lard and the 
North American Packing Company bought ribs. Com- 
pared with last night pork is up l6c, lard 12}$c and 
ribs 5c.

LESS OFFICERS, BETTER GOVERNMENT. 


The Head Nurse Will Attend to the|Duties 
of the Matron—Something ‘About 
the New Rules. —~ 


A thick type-written document of thirty- 
five pages contains the proposed changes 
in the rules of government for the Grady 
hospital, The big document has been pre- 
pared with much care by the hospital trus- 
tees and contemplates many changes, great 
and small, in the hospital rules. It will 
be sent to the council for ratification at 
the next meeting. ' 

It would appear from the mammoth size 

of the document of changes that a com- 
plete revolution was to be effected in the 
method of managing the Grady hospital, 
but big as the paper is the changes, though 
humerous, are not at all revolutionary. 
The presence of a great deal of discord 
among the hospital employes of the past 
has emphatically demanded a change of 
rules. “AS was to be expected in a new 
Institution, it was found necessary to 
change many of the rules from what was 
onginally agreed upon, ind under ‘the 
changes the trustees hope that the .un- 
pleasantness of the past will be averted. 
_ Heretofore there have been three heads 
In the hospital management. These three 
heads, the superintendent, the matron and 
the head nurse, controlled three separate 
and distinct departments. Under the 
new system of government all departments 
are subordinate to the authority of the 
superintendent and the office of matron is 
abolished. The offices of head nurse and 
matron have been consolidated into one, 
and the duties of both devolve upon Miss 
Starlett. 

All the nurses in the hospital are amen- 
able to Miss Starlett, and any derelition 
in the discharge of duty is reported by her 
to the superintendemt. Heretofore there 
has been considerable dissatisfaction on 
this point, and much of the trouble the 
hospital has had may be traced to the rule 
governing the subordinates. 

Good results are expected of the pro- 
posed change. Under the change matters 
are greatly simplified, and there is no 
danger of a conflict of authority as in the 
past. At present the hospital is moving 
along harmoniously, and President Hirsch 
and the board of trustees are doing their 
utmost to make the institution an deal 
one, and they are beginning to succeed.

The reasons said to have been assigned 
by the president for refusing to appoint him 
to an office made it clear for the first time 
just where the president stands on al! points 
relatively to the party which elected him. 

PE gnome there seems to be now no doubt that 

e president is a democrat. Because an edi- 
tor, Whose own democracy has always been 
above suspicion, stated in 1892 the then un- 
disputed fact that Mr. Cleveland held the same 
views against the free coinage of silver as 
did President Harrison, Mr. Cleveland’s sen- 
Sitive soul is sd offended at such a remark, 
absolutely true though it then ‘Was, that he 
cannot appoint the editor to an office. It didn’t 
hurt his feelings from 1887 to 1892 that his 
anti-silver views were vigorously attacked by 
the democratic press and people of the south. 
who charged him with being a goldbug; but 
When he becomes a full-fledged convert to the 
free coinage of silver upon a public profession 
of his faith in the Chicago platform, his soul 
so abhors his former heresy thut even an 
allusion to it a year old when brought to his 
attention, Is construed into an insult. 

Second, Mr. Cleveland is not a mugwump. 
This wiil be no less gratifying than astonish- 
ing to many democrats who have from dav to 
day been trembling in their boots for fear 
Carl Schurz and Coudert and Ellery’ Anderson 
and other mugwumps, who claimed to own 
Mr. Cleveland, would seize the administration 
as they did before and relegate the democrais 
to a state of innocnous desnetude. 

To be named in the same vear with a mug- 
wimp, or even the yverr before, so harrows 
the soul of the president that he cannot abide 
the man who even alludes to the subject of 
mugwumpery. This will. therefore, be a 
straight democratic administration, and no 
mugwump need apply; fur which the Lord be 
praised. 

Third, the president is not a goldbug. Those 
democrats who have been losing sleep for 
fear he would veto a free coinage bill can now 
rest in peace. Mr. Cleveland hae smerged 
from the darkness of monometallism tnto the 
licht of bimetallic coinage; he no longer agrees 
with Mr. Harrison on the silver question, and

Rut for the fact that Editor Mvyrick's files, 
with their aggravating paragraphs, came tun- 
der the president’s eye and brought forth his 
angry. though tardily announced profession of 
faith in the cardinal tenets of democracy, the 
party might have groped in darkness for 
months, doubting the president's solidarity on 
seyeral points of straight democracy, and even 
suspecting him of undue intimacy with E. 
Ellery Anderson’s mugwump reform club.

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: the Library Will Soon Be in Its New 


Quarters. 


VISIT OF THE BOARD YESTERDAY. 


The Work of Repairing the New Building 
Will Commence’in a Few Days. 
and Then the Removal. 


The new home of the Young Men’s Library 
Association, on Marietta street, will be 
ready for occupancy in a few weeks. 

When the alterations and repairs, which 
are now jn view, have been completed, the 
building will be the most attractive and 
by far the most handsomely equipped of any 
in the state. 

The building, which is known as the old 
Butler place,. is situated directly in front 
of the First Presbyterian church. It is 4 
large brick building, the pattern of which 
is entirely new, ang all of its appointments 
are after the most approved design. There 
are five large rooms, in addition to a Wide 
hallway on the lower floor and three rooms 
on the second floor. 

The) building is surrounded by a green 
lawn, which is shaded by two handsome 
magnolias and a large hickory. It presents 
a beautiful picture, and is one of the hap- 
piest locations for a library in the city. The 
property is valued at $50,000, and those 
figures will be doubled within a few years. 

By tearing away a few of the partitions 
and remodeling the interior of the building, 
the place can be easily fitted up for the 
purposes of the association. About $1,500 
will cover the cost of repairs, and a fund of 
$1,700, which allows a good margin, has 
been set aside for the purpose by the 
directors. 

The total indebtedness of the association 
at the present time is $55,000. The pro 
ceeds from the sale of the building on Ve 
catur street will amount to $71,250, which 
is $16,250 over and above all indebtedness. 
This added to the value of the Marietta 
street property makes the worth of the 
library at the present time, independent of 
books, about $66,250. 

The number of books on the shelves is 
about 15,000, and the library is one of the 
largest in the entire:south. Many of these 
books are of such a kind as cannot be dupl.- 
cated. 

Several weeks will be required in order 
to effect the removal from the old quarters 
into the new. During that time no books 
will be issued to the members, and all books 
now in circulation will be recalled. A new 
classification will be made and several new 
volumes will be purchased. 

Preparations for the removal will begin in 
a few weeks. The work of repairing the 
new quarters will begin as early as possible, 
and no delay will be occasioned. 

The board of directors paid a visit to the 
new building yesterday afternoon and made 
a thorough inspection. 

It was found that the building was much 
larger than’any of the members had sup- 
posed. The first floor offered as much 
room as the present large hall of the asso- 
ciation, and all of the alcoves can be ar- 
ranged on this floor. In addition to this. 
two large rooms can be utilized for the 
purpose of a ladies and gentlemen's parlor. 

The rooms on the upper floor will be used 
for a smoking room and, also, as a room 
for the meetings of the board of directors. 

The interior of the building will be finish- 
ed up in white, and will present a most 
beautiful and attractive appearance. ‘The 
idea of the board is to make it as homelike 
as possible, and to spare no expense that will 
contribute to this end. 

Never before in the history of the asso- 


ciation has the outlook been more en:- 
couraging. The change of location will 


greatly increase the popularity of the library. 
and its removal into the building on Marietta 
street will inaugurate a new era of pros- 
perity.

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Cost Bank Rxaminer Campbell His Pleas- 
ant Job of Investigating Banks. 


Lewis was TOO FLY FOR HIM, 


And the Treasury Department Puts An- | 


other Man in His Place Who Will 
Not Count the Same Money Twice. 


Bank Examiner Campbell has lost his 
job, which was a very pleasant one. 

Mr. Campbell was the examiner who had 
charge of the Gate City bank just after the 
failure, and he wishes now that he had 
never beard of the institution. Lewis Red- 
wine was the indirect cause of Mr. Camp- 
bell being let out. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Campbell 
went to the Gate City bank on Friday, 
February 18th, and examined the accounts. 
The first thing he did was to count the cash. 
Lewis Redwine, the assistant cashier, was 
in a tight hole. He had to exercise his wits 
and quickly, too. He did not have as muca 
eash in the bank as the books called’ for. 
He had borrowed, or did borrow, largely 
from other banks to help 6ut his accounts, 
but he was still short g few thousand dollars. 
He knew that there was danger of this 
being discovered any moment. So he called 
Mr. Campbell to the vault and got him 
engaged there examining some papers or 
cash. When the examiner finished there, 
Redwine handed ‘him the paying tellers 
drawer and he proceeded to count it the 
second time, not suspecting that he was 
being fooled. 

That was a clever flim-flam game, as the 
circus grafters call it, and it saved Redwine 
from detection for the time being. Mr. 
Campbell went on his way feeling that the 
Gate City was all right. He never sus- 
pected Redwine, and made a report on the 
bank which showed it up in proper shape. 

That deception came out later. Redwine 
told it when he was a fugitive, and it was 
repeated after he was #aptured. Indeed, he 
told it after he was under arrest.
